Claim Rejections - 35 U.& C§102

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being fully anticipated by Boylan et 

al. (U.S. Patent 6,011,703). Boylan et al show,^ (in, e.g., the(ir) figures 11 and corresponding 
disclosure) 



1 Note claims will be addressed individually and the material in parentheses are the examiner's aimotated 
comments. Further unless needed for clarity reasons, recited Hmitation(s), will be annotated only upon 
their first occurrence. Annotated claims begin with the phrase "As to claim". Claims that are not 
annotated are seen as having already had the invention(s) addressed previously in an annotated claim. 

Underlined 
words/phrases indicate objected to material. For method claims, note that under MPEP 21 12.02, the 
principles of inherency, if a prior art device, in its normal and usual operation, would necessarily perform 
the method claimed, then the method claimed will be considered to be anticipated by the prior art device. 
When the prior art device is the same as a device described in the specification for carrying out the 
claimed method, it can be assumed the device will inherently perform the claimed process. In re King, 
801 F.2d 1324, 231 USPQ 136 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Therefore the previous rejections based on the apparatus 
will not be repeated. 
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As to claim 1; 

A synchronous rectifier circuit, comprising: a transformer that includes a primary 
winding (np), a secondary winding (ns2), and an auxiliary winding (nsl) connected via one end 
the auxiliary winding to one end of the secondary winding, said transformer insulating a 
secondary winding side from a primary winding side; a diode (Dl) connected via an anode to 
another end of the auxiliary winding; an auxiliary switch (QIO) connected to said another end of 
the auxiliary winding via a resistor connected to a base, said auxiliary switch being connected to 
said one end of the secondary winding and to said one end of the auxiliary winding via a 
collector (see collector and connection to nsl); and a rectifier switch (fet rectifier Q4) connected 
via a gate to a cathode of the diode and to an emitter of the auxiliary switch, and via a drain to 
another end of the secondary winding. 

As to claim 2; 

The synchronous rectifier circuit according to claim 1, wherein the auxiliary switch is 
formed by a PNP (see QIO) transistor or a P-channel MOSFET.
